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Elba Grand Jury 
Returns 9 Indictments 


The Coffee County Grand 
Jury was empanelled by the 
Honorable Eris F. Paul, on 
August 24, 1972. They exa- 
mined into sixteen (16) pre- 
sentments and handed the Court 
nine (9) indictments, all fel- 
onies. One matter was con- 
tinued, pending action of a fu- 
ture Grand Jury, 

Examination of the bonds 
of the various county officials 
showed them to be in all means 
legal and properly filed; and 
books and papers of the various 
county offices appeared neat and 
properly kept. 

Examination of the Court- 
house proper showed apparent 
good condition, considering age; 
however, a cornice on the north- 
east corner of the clock tower 
is cracked and needs attention 
before it breaks loose and in- 
jures someone. Gutters around 
the roof have pulled loose in 
places and should be cleaned 
and repaired before water seeps 
through the wall. A window 
in the District Attorney’s office 
needs repairing, and a cap on 
the east-side step is cracked 
and loose, and could cause in- 
jury. 

A storage problem involving 
irreplaceable records contin- 
ues to exist, and has been 
called to the attention of the 
Court of County Commissioners 
on many past occasions, but 
now something must be done. 

Attention should also be 
given to the bathroom, which 
appears to have no method of 
locking, and which may be en- 
tered from the outside on the 
east side of the Courthouse. 

Inspection of the jail re- 
vealed that shower or bathing 
facilities for women prisoners 
are either non-existent or in- 
adequate; this should be reme- 
died. Also, the upstairs win- 
dows in the cell block need 
work of some kind, so that 
they may be opened and closed 
easily for comfort and safety. 
of'the prisoners. 

A problem with a refrigera- 
tor, and one with some plumb- 
ing at the Jail will be taken 
up directly with the Sheriff. 

Other than these, prisoners 
seemed to be properly fed and 
well-kept. 

In the Pensions and Secur- 
ity Building there are several 
leaks in the roof that should 
be repaired before the Fall 
Season; and the outside door 
on the west side needs wea- 
therstripping. Debris in the 
back of the building, left by 
a county shop and the engineer- 
ing department, should be cle- 
aned away immediately, to pro- 
vide for personnel parking. Fur- 
ther, the drainage situation in 
front of this building is bad, 
to say the least, and recommen- 
dation was made that County 
Engineer and City of Elba get 
together, with county participa- 
tion if necessary, to take care 
of standing rain water. 

County Health Department 
was found to be in good con- 
dition with the exception of 
improper opening and closing 
of front doors, and a plumbing 
problem. The doors need cor- 
rection, since several fingers

8. No one person will have suf- 
ficient control to mistreat or neglect 
to serve any person or group of per- 
sons. 

9. Elected county Commissioners 
will still exercise control as a body 
rather than individually by district. 

If we continue under the present 
system with 3 Commissioners elected 
from one district and only one com- 
missioner elected from each of the 
other three districts, there is no log- 
ical way to divide responsibility for 
road maintenance and construction, For 
this reason the county has an organi- 
zational problem which must be solved 
immediately. 

With this problem in mind and 
considering all of its advantages, it 
is apparent to us that all of our peo- 
ple can be served better for less 
money under the county unit system. 

For these reasons we pledge the

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Missing Facts 


Two witnesses swore that Harry 
was the man who had robbed the 
supermarket, and a jury found 
him guilty of the crime, Not until 
after the verdict did Harry's law- 
yer find out that two other wit 
nesses had told police Harry was 
definitely not the man 

Was this grounds for overturn. 
ing the dict? The prosecutor 
didn’t think so 


“We are not obliged to do the 
other side’s homework for them,” 
he told the court. “If they failed 
to dig up this information on their 
own, that is just too bad.” 

But the court ruled that the 
verdict could not stand, The judge 
said the purpose of a trial is not 
merely to punish the guilty but 
also to free the innocent, 

This is a general principle of 
law, reinforced by the Canons of 
Ethics of the American Bar As- 
sociation. A prosecutor must not 
suppress evidence capable of es- 
tablishing the impocence of the 
accused. 

The principle applies not only 
to guilt itself but also to the de- 
gree of guilt. Consider this case: 

A man was charged with mur- 
der, During the trial, the prose- 
cutor withheld testimony that the 
defendant had been drunk at the 
time of the slaying. 

Admittedly, this testimony 
could not have cleared the de- 
fendant. But at least it could have 
reduced the crime from first to 
second degree murder. Reversing 
the guilty verdict, a higher court 
said the trial was incomplete with- 
out the missing fact of intoxica- 
tion. 

Still, the prosecutor does not 
have to bring out everything he 
knows. In an arson trial, the pros- 
ecutor kept quiet about a chemi- 
cal test that had been performed 
by the FBI. 

Challenged later on this omis- 
sion, he pointed out that the FBI 
test merely confirmed other tests 
already known and available to 
the defense. 

Result: the verdict was upheld, 
The court said the missing infor- 
mation simply was not important 
enough to make any great dif- 
ference.

Political Parties Must Meet New 
VP Candidates 


Criteria For 


Controversy surrounding 
the vice presidential nominee 
of the National Democratic Par- 
ty has put new emphasis on the 
increasingly important position 
that the Vice President holds 
in our American Government. 

Until just a few years ago 
the Vice President was the for- 
gotten man in our political sys- 
tem, and his only constitutional 
duties were to preside over the 
United States Senate, to cast 
a tie-breaking vote when that 
rare opportunity presented it- 
self and to stand by to take 
over the top job if the Presi- 
dent should die 

Impetus for the real change 
in the role of the vice presi- 
dent dates back to 1945 when, 
upon the death of President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, Vice- 
President Harry S. Truman 
suddenly found himselfassum- 
ing the reins of a government 
deeply engaged in a world war 
Even though Mr. Truman had 
served many years inthe United 
States Senate and as vice pre- 
sident, he had not been briefed 
on what was going on ingovern- 
ment, and he had not even been 
told about the secret develop- 
ment of the atomic bomb 

As a result of his own ex-

perience, Mr. Truman encou- 
raged Congress to pass legis- 
lation making the vice presi- 
dent a member of the National 
Security Council. 

When Mr. Nixon was vice 
president he was given major 
official assignments in both na- 
tional and international affairs. 
Vice President Johnson attend- 
ed Cabinet meetings, headed 
the Security Council, and was 
assigned important diplomatic 
missions. 

Vice President Hubert 
Humphrey carried out assign- 
ments in foreign affairs, and 
also coordinated domestic leg- 
islation between the White 
House and Congress 

In the same vein, Vice Pres- 
ident Agnew represents Presi- 
dent Nixon on important com- 
missions and has acted as liai- 
son to leaders of foreign coun- 
tries In addition to his tra- 
ditional office in the Senate, 
the Vice President has offices 
and a staff in the Executive 
Office Building next to the 
White House 

I believe that this up-grad- 
ing of the office of vice-presi- 
dent is an important improve- 
ment in our national govern- 
ment, because throughout Am- 
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erican history the office has 
been a stepping-stone to the 
White House. Just in the past 
75 years four Presidents have 
died in office, giving substance 
to the saying that every vice 
president is just a heart beat 
away from the Presidency 

The American people are 
convinced that the office of 
Vice President should be more 
than an empty shell, and I 
feel that it is time that our 
political parties take steps to 
assure that the man selected 
as their vice presidential nomi- 
nee be as responsible and capa- 
ble as the presidential nominee 
himself, if not more so

Alcoholism 


Can Damage 
The Heart 


A chronic alcoholic, with 
all the problems this term im- 
plies, may be inviting still 
another misfortune, heart dis- 
ease. The.. heart. has been 
found to be adversely affected 
by excessive alcohol in three 
ways. 

While this does not mean 
that all of the chronic alcohol- 
ics:in Alabama will find them- 
selves heart patients, it does 
mean that many of them will 
be affected with heart prob- 
lems. It is not widely recog- 
nized that alcohol can affect 
the heart; it is much better 


known that alcoholism is re 

sponsible for a number of other 
disease states -- psychiatric 
disorders, for example, or af- 
fections of the brain and nerves, 
or cirrhosis of the liver, 


VITAMIN DEFICIENCY 

The first way alcoholism 
affects the heart is that it 
may lead to malnutrition and 
deficiency of vitamins, parti- 
cularly Vitamin B-1. In this 
disorder, the heart is enlarged 
and shows evidence of impaired 
function, although the volume 
of blood it pumps is above 
normal, Ths so-called “high- 
output heart failure” responds 
dramatically tothe administra- 
tion of Vitamin B-1, although 
certain abnormalities may per- 
sist. Diagnosis is established 
by specific blood tests, includ- 
ing one for a blood enzyme 
called transketolase. 

A second way in which al- 
coholism affects the heart is 
the production of so-called car- 
diomyopathy, or “heart muscle 
disease.” In this condition 
there is enlargement and fail- 
ure of the heart, together with 
disturbances of heart rhythm. 
Examination of hearts showing 
this disease show degenerative 
changes, and the special tech- 
nique of electron microscopy 
has disclosed abnormal depo- 
sits within the heart muscle 
cells in some instances. Re- 
sponse to ordinary measures 
of treatment is often disap- 
pointing, and maximum im- 
provement depends upon com- 
plete abstinence from alcohol. 


LIVER-RELATED PROBLEMS 

The third way in which al- 
cohol impairs cardiac function 
is through changes that occur 
in the circulation as a result 
of cirrhosis of the liver. A 
state of heart failure may be 
produced, and the amount of 
oxygen carried inarterial blood 
may be reduced. Since the 
liver detoxifies alcohol, liver 
disease increases the direct 
toxic effect of alcohol on the 
heart. And since the liver 
disease itself improves only 
with abstinence, the heart dis- 
ease related to it requires the 
same measure. 

Diagnosis of any of these 
heart diseases and the degree 
to which alcohol may be in- 
volved is often difficult because 
the patient almost invariably 
tends to minimize or deny his 
alcohol consumption. Thus, the 
relief of symptoms which might 
come with abstinence is often 
not achieved by the patient who 
may continue drinking (and de- 
nying it).

AN INSIDE VIEW OF CAMP ELBA 


Jerry Hanchey 


Camp Elba, a branch of 
the Alabama State Highway De- 
partment, was built in 1959 
for the purpose of aiding Troy, 
Andalusia, and Enterprise in 
maintaining state and federal 
highways in Coffee, Crenshaw, 
Geneva, and Covington Count- 
ies. Of the four highway de- 
partments in this area, only 
Troy and Elba have convict 
labor 


Many people possibly think 
of Camp Elba as a place where 
convicts go out each day and 
do hard labor, but there is 
much more to Camp Elba than 
just convict labor 


In addition to the camp it- 
self is an engineering depart- 
ment which has the function 
of locating, constructing, and 
maintaining roads in this area. 
Most work done in construct- 
ing highways and bridges is 
by civilians, whereas, most 
routine maintenance is done 
by convicts. 


While Camp Elba is a part 
of the Highway Department, it 
is, nevertheless,a part of the 
State penal system and the 
individuals who are within the 
confines of the Camp are cri- 
minals and must be treated 
as such. 


Camp Elba, a medium se- 
curity installation, has a quota 
of 50 inmates whose terms vary 
from one year to life. Each 
inmate is individually screened 
at Holman or in Montgomery 
before being sent to a road 
camp to determine if he is 
Suitable for road work. No 
convict is sent to a road camp 
if he has committed rape or 
any crime of a moral nature. 


Until 1965, the convicts 
worked a twelve-hour day, in- 
cluding Saturday and holidays. 
Now they work eight hours a 
day, five days a week and get 
major holidays off Every 
second and fourth Sunday are 
visiting days. The inmates 
are also allowed visitors on 
July 4, ‘Thanksgiving, and 
Christmas in addition to other 
visiting days 


The convicts are under a 
constant 24-hour guard An 
armed guard is withthem while 
they are doing road work each 
day, and guards are on duty 
when the convicts return to 
the camp after each day’s work 
For added security at night, 
an armed guard mans the guard 
tower at one corner of the 
camp. Another safety precau- 
tion taken: at night is that the 
lights in the cells are not 
turned off, they are only dim- 
med, so the guards can easily 
detect any activity inside the 
cells. 


Life in the Camp is similar 
to that of a new enlisted man 
going through basic training 
All activities are strictly con- 
trolled and supervised For 
living quarters, the men have 
two barrack-type cells that 
Sleep 25 men each. Meals are 
served in a central mess hall 
and all facilities are cleaned 
spotless each day 


These men who are now in 
confinement are repaying their 
debt to society for the wrongs 
they have done in the past 
Some, though not all, hope to 
one day return to society in 
hopes of starting life over 
again. When that day comes, 
may the public approach them 
with an open mind and give 
them a chance to prove that 
they can fit into society and 
perform a useful task

More Support For Unit System 


The Coffee County Grand 
Jury, Enterprise Division,em- 
panelled on August 31, 1972, 
examined 39 presentments, and 
returned 30 indictments, all fel- 
onies. They returned one case 
to Inferior Court and contin- 
ued three matters for additional 
investigation. Other reports 
included results of Courthouse 
and Health Center inspection, 
one from Police Chief Howard 
Murdock, and one from Judge 
James Sawyer pertaining to the 
so-called “unit system” in the 
county. 

Needs of the Courthouse 
were reported as follows: Jan- 
itorial service and a switch to 
turn off two large flourescent 
lights in the County Agent’s 
Office; repainting of the Tax 
Assessor's Office; storage of 
items in the hall in proper 
areas; cleaning of both men’s 
and ladies’ restrooms; clean- 
ing, repairing and locking of 
fuse box on stair case on north 
side of building to take care of 
hazard of electrocution; _ re- 
pairing of a hole in the ceiling 
of the old Probate Office, and 
repainting of this ceiling;fire 
escape for the third floor. 


The Grand Jury commend: . 
the Court of County Commis 
sioners on the condition of tl 
Health Center, finding that muc 
progress had been made and 
is still being made on this build- 
ing since title to the building 
was vested in the County and 
out of the city of Enterprise. 
They recommended a parking 
lot for the Health Department 


Chief Murdock reported that 
the Alabama Law Enforcement 
Planning Agency has approved 
a police training facility at 
Enterprise State Junior College 
The Grand Jury thanked that 
Agency and Governor George 
Wallace for locating the faci- 
lity at Enterprise, which is 
centrally located for the area, 
realizing the benefits to the 
police and citizens of South- 
east Alabama. 

From explanation by Judge 
Sawyer of the unit system in 
use by various counties in the 
State for road construction and 
maintenance, the Grand Jury 
unanimously agreed that this 
system should be employed by 
this county. They said: 

“We understand and are told 
by some that such a system 
would remove from the Court 
of County Commissioners all of 
their individual authority with 
regard to the use of county 
equipment, which is absolutely 
wrong, because they would still 
be charged with the overall 


operation of every function of 
Coffee County including the 
building and maintenance of our 
roads. We feel unanimously, 
that this system would afford 
a means for the equitable con- 
struction of roads and mainten- 
ance of roads with better 
availability of equipment to 
meet emergencies caused by 
natural disaster such as floods, 
tornadoes, or hurricanes. It 
further appears to us that the 
use of this system would afford 


a great monetary savings to 
the tax payers of this county. 
We strongly recommend that 
the Court of County Commis- 
sioners pass the necessary 
resolutions to put this County 
into a unit system of operation 
with regard to construction and 
maintenance of roads, and we 
further recommend to our Leg- 
islative Delegation,Mr.Easters, 
Representative and Mr.Dozier, 
Senator, that legislation be 
passed requiring such.”
